Bill Increases 
School Money 


A new state school finance bill, 
Senate Bill $0, should result in 
a state apportionment increase 
of $39,085 for Albany schools, ac- 
cording to a recent estinaate: made 
on next year’s taxes. F 

The bul, which became effec- 
tive January 1, uses a new term, 
‘base revenue,” instead of ex- 
penditures, on which to base the 
ADA (average daily attendance) 
formula which determines state 
financing for local schools. 

Albany's 1972-73 base revenue, 
based on the ADA formula, is 
$987.42, and according to pre- 
dicted estimates should. be 
$1,051.93 in 1973-74, despite an 
| expected ADA drop in enrollment 
of 131 students. 

The current Albany school tax 
rate is $5.790 per $100 assessed 
valuation, but is expected to drop 
to $5.556 next year. 

According to Harry Harvey, 
assistant superintendent for the 
Alameda County Schoo] Depart- 
ment, SB 90 will eliminate al- 
most all permanent override tax- 
es. However, it leaves provisions 
for fire and panic safety, earth- 
quake, children’s centers, devel- 
opment centers, bond interest and 
redemption for ‘building and 
school loan repayments.

Over 1,500 East Bay girls 
could join Camp Fire Girl groups 
if there were more adult leaders, 
according to Barbara E, Arnold, 
Executive Director of Codornices 
Council] of Camp Fire Girls, who 
is issuing an appeal for women 
and men 18 years of age and old- 
er, to lend a hand. 

“They'll have plenty of fun 
helping,”’ she said, ‘‘not to men- 
tion the satisfaction of helping a 
new generation get off to a good 
start.” 

“We will provide leadership 
training to all volunteers who 
want it,” she continued. “Our 
groups are small. In fact, that 
is the backbone of our program— 
the small-group experience we 
offer at a time when many girls 
are having trouble adjusting to 
the large groups they encounter 
and elsewhere. This 
also makes it easier on the lead- 
ers.” 

Blue Bird and Camp Fire 
groups typically have about 10 
girls, according to Field Director, 
Virginia Miller, and seldom have 
more than 20. The groups meet 
in ‘homes, churches or schools, 
and activities include cookouts, 
crafts, group singing, games, 
trips to interesting places, and 
many more, 


in school 


“Our groups usually meet once 
a week, with meetings running 
from one and a half to two 
hours,” Mrs. Miller said. “The 
girls don’t mind when they meet 
—afternoons, evenings or week- 
ends, whatever is convenient for 
their leader.” 

Mrs. Miller went on to point 
out that evening and weekend 
meetings make it possible for 
university students and working 
people to become leaders, and be- 
cause of this flexibility of meet- 
ing times these people are pro- 
viding more and more leadership. 

At present there are nearly 
12,000 Blue Birds (first, second 
and third grades), Camp Fire 
Girls (fourth, fifth and sixth 
grades), Discovery Club (seventh 
and eighth grades), and Horizon 
Club (high school) in the East 
Bay, and it takes over 2500 adults 
to carry on the staff and com- 
mittee work and provide the 
group leadership needed.
